the West. ‘The prospect for this year's suc- 
cess of our Western farmers is not encourag- 
ing. It is to be hoped frost, rain, or some 
thing else, will destroy these pests, but al- 
ready they have done considerable damage to 
the crops. Last winter, in numerous public 
addresses to the people for the relief of Kan- 
sas and Nebraska, Gen. Batanm expressed 
the belief that the grasshoppers-would be- 
come a national plegue, and urged the sced- 
ing of all the belt of country over which 
they had passed. The course of the locusts 
is east, and, it is said, they seldom are bad 
two years in the same section, but fly off to 
a new region to commit their ravages. It is 
now an interesting question whether they 
may not in time become a national calamity. 


The evidence on both sides in the Bonn 
trial is now finished, the last of the witnesses 
being heard yesterday, the Court adjourning 
until Wednesday, when the argument for the 
defense will begin, to continue for about five 
days, according to Mr. Evanrs estimate.

THE FIRST REGIMENT. 

The First Regiment of the ILinois State 
Guard paraded yesterday for the first time. 
There were about 400 men in the ranks, be- 
ing all that have yet been uniformed. They 
made a most imposing appearance in their 
handsome uniform and tasteful equipments: 
The effect of three months’ drill to which 
the companies have been subjected was yes- 
terday very evident. The officers deserve 
the highest commendation for the fidelity 
with which they have brought the men to 
such proficiency. 

The regiment has so far been successful in 
maintaining its character as an organizafion 
of reputable persons, and it is to be hoped 
will continue so to the end. There is no such 
hurry in filling up the regiment as to induce 
a departure from a rigid rule of excluding all 
persons of intemperate habits or questionable 
personal character. Better be a year longer 
in filling the ranks than to take in those who 
may be areproach to the organization, and 
ultimately lead to its demoralization. The 
regiment has now a deserved reputation as 
composed of first-class men, and that repu- 
tation is worth much to every association, 
bat especially to a military organization. Let 


it be maintained, and the ranks will in due 


time be filled by those who may well regard 
it as an honor to be members of the First 
Regiment. 

There is nothing to prevent this regiment, 
thus composed, and officered by men proud 
of their comrades and skillful in military mat- 
ters, attaining a front rank in the volunteer 
soldiery of the Northwest.

THE SCHOOL QUESTION IN OHIO. 

It is altogether likely that the issue be- 
tween the Catholics and the public schools 
will eut some figure in the approaching Gu- 
bernatorial campaign in Ohio. The manner 
of passing the Guonan law (relative to re- 
ligious worship in reformatory and charita- 
ble institutions), though entirely proper in 
itself, the construction which has been put 
upon it in certain quarters, and the partisan- 
ship created in the Catholic Church, have all 
helped to force any issue that might possibly 
arise between the Catholics and anti-Cath- 
olics, and range themselves solidly upon op- 
posite sides. Added to these circumstances, 
the probability of Judge Tarr’s candidature 
will help to bring in the public-school 
question. Judge Tarr was one of the 
Judges of the Superior Court in Cincinnati at 
the time the controversy arose in thai city 
relative to the exclusion of the Bible from 
the public schools. The Board of Education 
passed. a resolution which prohibited the 
reading of the Bible, and those favoring its 
retention made up a case in which the Court 
was called on to pass uponthe question. The 
purport of Judge Tarr's dissenting opinion 
(afterwards sustained by the Supreme Court) 
was that, there being nothing in the Consti- 
tution of the State requiring the reading of 
the Bible, nor prohibiting it, it was clearly at 
the discretion of the Board to retain or ex- 
clude its use, and thatthe Board had not, 
therefore, exceeded its province. 

Since Judge Tarr has been prominently 
mentioned in connection with the Republican 
nomination for Governor, this decision has 
been cited as indicative of his favoring either 
a division of the school-fund between the 
Catholics and Protestants, or a release of the 
Catholics from taxation for school purposes.

The fines imposed 
during March amounted to more than $1,500, 
and the aggregate term of imprisonment to 
which the culprits were sentenced was tweive 
years. Some arrests were made in the churches 
and by soldiers. There were twenty domi- 
ciliary visits.” Twelve public meetings and so- 
cieties were suppressed, and fourteen school- 
masters were suspended. While Catholicism 
was so harassed, a free-thinking preacher 
who had the blasphemous temerity to declare 
that the Bible contained errors was con- 
demned to a month’s imprisonment. We 
commend this incident to the party in 
American politics which proposes to “ put 
God into the Constitution. Such uses of 
the courts is the natural result of religious 
polities, A free-thinker in jail makes more 
freo-thinkers than he ever could outside of it. 
All this, however, was only one branch of the 
struggle. There were fifty press prosecu- 
tions under these same laws during March. 
All of them resulted in convictions ! 

In view of these facts, the theory stated by 
Mr. Wasson may well be seriously questioned. 
We are not now discussing the right or 
wrong of the contest. Oivilized men gener- 
ally admit that religious persecution is wrong, 
but some of them seem to think that civil 
persecution is quite another thing, Whether 
or not this is so, there seems to be a fine 
sample of the latter within the boundaries of 
the German Empire.

A STRANGE STORY FROM ALABAMA. 
One of the men who came to the surface at 


the close of the War was Mr. Groncs E 
Spencer. Since July 25, 1868, he has sat fh 
the United States Senate as a Senator from 
the State of Alabama. There is now some 
evidence that this statesman obtained his 
election in an irregular fashion. The story 
runs that some men were bought with money 
and some were scared with troops. Money 
and troops were both fraudulently supplied by 
civil subordinates of the General Govern- 
ment. The ways and means of the first elec- 
tion of Mr. Srzencer have not yet appeared, 
but can be imagined, particularly in the light 
of the revelations before a committee of the 
Alabama Legislature. The full report has not 
yet been made public, but the copious ex- 
tracts from the testimony which we have 
printed tend to show that Mr. Spxzworn is a 
political fraud. The evidence throws a good 
deal of side-light on Southern politics, and is 
altogether an interesting and valuable contri- 
bution to the political history of the South 
since the War. 

The proof against Srzxcer seems to be 
cumulative and strong. In the first place, 
he is what is called a political carpet-bagger. 
Despite some marked and honorable excep- 
tions, this class, as a class, has not been a 
success or a benefit to the country, Then 
his alleged agents have been, if the evidence 
be true, of a queer sort. His intimate friend 
and political supporter is Ha, the mail- 
contractor who has recently been mixed up 
in an investigation by Postmaster-General 
Jzuwziut. Again, his appointees to Federal 
offices have in many cases proved to be of ques- 
tionable character.’ Moreover, the Legisla- 
ture which voted him in, in 1873, was one of 
very mixed character. Finally, the evidence 
against the man is strong, and comes, most of 
it, from Republican sources. 

The manner of his re-election, in 1878, ac- 
cording to this testimony, seems to have 
been as follows: As the time approached for 
the Legislature to convene, it became evi- 
dent that the Democrats, with the help of the 
honest Republicans, could defeat Srzncen. 
A split was therefore resolved upon. Spzncun’s 
friends withdrew from the regular Legis-

To the fact that the white population in those States 
is largely.in excess of the negro population, and hence 
their State Governments are entirely in the hands of 
the whites, the only race that eught ever to bear rule 
in this country. 

What is one of the most important measures of 
Grant's Administration ? 

The adoption of the Fifteenth Amendment te the 
Federal Constitution, which, like the Fourteenth 
Amendment, was carried through by force and user- 


pation. 
What does the Fifteenth Amendment declare? 


It declares that the right of citizens of the United 
States to vote shall not be denied or abridged by the 
United States, or by any State, on account of race, 
oolor, or previous condition of servitude. 

What more can you say of the Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Amendments. 

They have served to keep alive a bitterness of feel- 
ing which but for them would dave long since died 
out. 

In these five answers, the pupil is made to 
affirm that negroes are unfit to hold any 
offices in this country; that the last two 
amendments to the Constitution were made 
law by “‘ force and usurpation” (which in. 
volves, of course, the idea that this essential 
part of our fundamental law should be disre- 
garded and overthrown) ; and that they have 
served only to keep alive bitterness and prej- 
udice, This is a pretty crop of ideas to sow 
ina young mind, It is not to be expected 
that Southern text-books should dilate rapt- 
urously on the wisdom of the reconstruction 
policy, but is it too much to expect that they 


‘should take an impartial, non-partisan view 


of the events of the last fifteen years? No 
book used in a Northern school, as far as we 
know, contains any malignant tirades against 
Southern views. If any such book has 
crept into use here, an exposure of its true 
nature would insure its disappearance from 
the curriculum. We wish we could believe 
as much for the common sense of our fellow. 
citizens in the Gulf States. Can they hon- 
estly expect any good result from cramming 
such preposterous partisanship into young 
brains? Having got'sectarian religion out of 
the schools, cannot we rid them of sectional 
polities too? 

It is a nice question in ethics whether the 
Philadelphia publishers of this book are jus- 
tified in issuingit. Is the money it yields 
them a sufficient atonement for the harm it 
may do the country? Still, as these publish- 
ers are the ones who were responsible for the 
mangling of the American edition of Osam- 
bens’ Encyclopedia, there is perhaps lit- 
tle use in viewing their conduct from an 
ethical standpoint. 

A FAMOUS DEBATE. 

A Cincinnati publisher has just issued a 
volume containing Guapstonx’s letters on the 
Vatican decrees and the several answers 
thereto, and has given increased interest to 
the book by including therein the report of 
the celebrated discussion between the Rev.
